London's popular semsation this 
summer, next to the Hoo ey seandals, 
has been Louls de Rougemont'e at @/ 
of his adventures on @ ceert island. 
a story which if true puts De Foe's 
completely im the shade, De Rouge- 
mont, who is a quiet and modest 
Frenchman, has successfully emerged 
from searching cross examiratica by 
Dr. Tyler, Dr. Scott Keltie and other 
experts and his tale has been deemed 
so far worthy of crecenee that he was 
invited to read a paper before the 
geographical and authropolozical se@c- 
tions of the British Association at its 
recent meeting. 

De Roug mont eays that in 1864 he 
was sailing with Cayrtain Peter Jen- 
sen on the Viclland. Jeacen had ex- 
traordinary luck as a pearl fisherman, 
and among his treasures were three 
black pearls, each worth a fortune. 
A monsoon came up, the vease! was 
wrecked, and everybody lost but 
Rougemont, who had with him the 
treasure and his dog. He reached a 
little island, not more than a hundred 
yards long and consisting «f rothing 
but sand devoid of vegetation, built 
himself a hut and lived alone o1 fib, 
sea fowl and eggs. 
lonely existence of several years, he 
saw a raft drifting toward the shore. 
He waded out and pullel it in, al 
though besct by sharks cnd, found 
that there were four human beings on 
the raft, @ man, a womin anil tve 
boys. Interesting doccriptions of the 
behavior of the Friday fimily were 
given, At last they said they wanted 
to go home, and Rougemont set s i 
with them, first burying the treasure. 
On the tenth day lamd was sighted 
and Rougemont found himeelf in the 
midst of cannibals. More material fer 
the anthropological section. After re- 
maining with them some tim: he was 
requcated to marry a nat-ve woman 
and complied. The story ecems to be 
unfinished, but we are left to infer 
that Rougemont was compel d to 
leave the region, which, by the way, 
waa off the north west coast of Aus- 
tralia, without bringing his treasure. 
He claims to have Mved among these 
people 28 years.

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR FORGET 


Amadeo Emmanuel Forget, is the 
son of the late Jeromie Forget, by his 
wife, Marie Guenette, and was born at 
Marieville, Quebec, November 12, 1847. 
Educated at the College of Marieville, 
he was called to the bar 1871, and 
served for some years as secretary to 
the council of the bar of Quebec, On 
the organization of a separate goveri- 
ment for the North West Territories, 
October 1878, he was appointed clerk 
of the council and private secretary to 
the Lieutenant Governor, and accom- 
panied Mr. Laird to the seat of gov- 
ernment at Bailieford.

1895. He is a member of the Church 
of Rome and married Miss Henriette 
Drolet. For the past 18 months Mr. 
Forget has been a resident of Win- 
nipeg, the head offices of the Indian 


department having been removed 
there.
